4. PROPOSAL TO THE MEMBERSHIP 


As a member of Phil-Mont far 15 years I have seen the club 

go through many phases. However, as asserted by W35QZ0 

in his editorial in the December Blurb, the present attitude 
of the majority of the members is apparently the most critical 
ever to the existence of Fhil-Mont as a leader among 

amateur radio clubs and, ‘indeed, to the very existence of the 
club itself. We have heard in recent months, many suggested 
solutions to the problems phil-Mont is experfencings; and, 
hopefully, we will hear iweny more. I would like to add to 
this list by proposing a major change to the by-laws cone 
cerning the election of officers. 


It is porposed that the ty-laws by changed tos 


1. Eliminate elections in person and establish 
elections only by mail. 


Tris change will allow all members in goodstanding an 
Opportunity to cast their vote. I feel that being a member 
in goodstanding is analagous to being a citizen (of our 
country) inasmuch as participation in national affairs fs 
not a requisite to casting one's betlot, nor is attendance 
at polls necessary to exercise this right. A possible and 
simple method of distributing these proposed mail ballots 
would be to print the baliot on a post = paid card and 
enclose them in the Blurk’s sent to qualified members. 
These mail ballots would be addressed to the Judge of 
elections, Platform atatements could also be printed in 
the election copy of the Blurb to inform the electorate 

of the candidates stands’, It should be noted that these 
type ballots are mail baliots and not proxy ballots. 


2. The nomination committee shall be charged with 
obtaining at least three (3) candidates for each 
office, except, for the office of director there 
shall be at least one more candidate than vacancy 
to be filled, nrt in no case shall there be less 
than three cenifiates.

o™ In aciub with a membership of about 120, there must be 
a choice given to the memberhip. Election by default 
must net be allowed. If candidates cannot be found, then 
the nomination committee should fil! the vacancies from 
their own ranks (which requires another change to the by-laws). 


3, The present president shall cast his vote only 
in the event of a tie between the several candidates 
for each office, 


This will eliminate ties and re-elections. The present 
president would then function as the national Vice President 
does in the Senate. 


As a member of Phil=-Mont and as one of your elected directors, 
I strongly urge your support for these changes. I sincerely 
feel that they @#@%! at least give back to many of the members 
a right which has been denied them and may very well help 

to instill in them a ren@wed interest in the club.
